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COG seeks legal 
fees from Upland

Defeat of a redevelopment measure 
on Upland’s Nov. 2 bailot nullified a 
pending suit over the proposition, but 
redevelopment opponents now plan to 
ask the court to exact attorney’s fees 
from the city for bringing suit. 

The city’s attorney said he is 
considering turning the tables and 
filing a counter-motion, asking the 
court to order the petitioners to pay the 
city’s legal fees for pursuing harassing 
. litigation. 

At the first hearing over the petition 
in West Valley Superior Court on 
Monday, the motion seeking to enjoin 
Upland from implementing its 
redevelopment plan was all but 
withdrawn. 

Monrovia attorney Jules Sandford, 
representing two activists named as 
petitioners, said the gist of the petition 
for a judgment is moot following the 
election’s outcome. Voters soundly 
defeated the measure by a margin of 
1,500 ‘‘no’’ votes. 

The referendum qualified for the 
ballot as a result of a petition drive by 
a grass-roots group, Citizens for Open 
Government (COG) and two Pasadena 
consultants 

The only remaining issue Sandford 
said he would ask the court to rule on 
is whether the city should reimburse 
the two citizen petitioners their 
attorney’s fees. 


Superior Court Judge Charles A. 
Bierschbach said he took that matter 
under submission because he had not 
considered it before the hearing 
Monday, and said he would issue a 
ruling within the week. 


Asked if there are legal grounds to 
seek attorney’s fees when no judgment 
on the original case has been made, 
Bierschbach said “I’ve never seen it 
before.”’ 


“They are after a pound of flesh,” 
city redevelopment attorney Jim 
Markman charged. ‘I can’t, for the 
life of me, understand why they should 
get attorney’s fees when nothing from 
the suit was resolved.” 

Upland Mayor John McCarthy said 


he would oppose COG’s request. ‘“‘What 


they are asking is the people of Upland 
pay for the action they took. I don’t 
think it would be a legitimate 
expenditure.” : 

COG has not paid for Sandford’s 
services. The firm agreed to pursue 
COG’s suit pro bono, without charge. 

One of the firm’s employees, law 


clerk Lorraine Grindstaff, is one of two ; 


consultants retained by COG, 
reportedly at a small cost, to 
campaign for redevelopment’s defeat. 
Grindstaff’s name appears on one legal 
paper filed with the city clerk. 

“When acting on behalf of citizens, 
they are entitled to an award of fees,” 
Sandford said. 

He estimated the costs of bringing 
suit at between $6,000 and $10,000, ‘‘a 
fraction of what the city has paid out 
for a defective redevelopment plan.” 

If voters did approve the 
referendum, COG spokesmen have 
said, the suit’s intent was to seek a 
court order blocking the city from 
implementing a redevelopment project 
area until a court ruled the plan was 
legal. 

The suit contends the plan is 
unlawful on three grounds: inadequate 
description of blight in the project 
area, an environmental review that 
omitted public comment, and a final 
environmental report that fails to 
consider alternatives. 


After redevelopment was deep-sixed 
by voters, Markman said he asked 
Sandford to dismiss the suit. When 
Sandford declined, Markman said he 
had to prepare a defense for a moot 
suit. 

Markman estimated his time at 
$2,000 worth. 


Sandford said he would submit a 
motion seeking attorney’s fees within 
the next few weeks, after calculating 
the number of hours spent over the 


suit. 
‘“‘My motion will be on file on or 
before their’s,’”” Markman promised. 


Asked whether the mayor would 
support a counter-motion seeking an 
award of attorney’s fees from COG, 
McCarthy chuckled, “‘that would be 
wonderful.”

Redevelopment proposal 
costs city $99,246 for plan

Voters may have rejected forming a

Another $5,703 was spent mailing 
copies of the 210-page redevelopment 
plan to whoever requested it, City 
Clerk Dee Carpenter said. About 250 
copies were sent. Reproduction and 
mailing costs were about $12 each, she 


said.

Carpenter said only five were 
requested, so their costs amount to

Rancho Cucamonga resident Louisa

GE aviation plant gets contract OIA traffic 


climbs again 


Unscathed by the recession, Ontario International 
Airport continues to rack up gains in both passenger 
and cargo traffic, leading to more jobs in airport 
and airport-related industries, according to the 
October volume statistics. 

For the 12th consecutive month, the number of 
airline passengers increased by 11 percent from 
October 1981. The number of travelers climbed from 
137,428 to 152,744 last month. 

The full year of growth brought 300,000 more 
passengers to OIA than during the past year, 
averaging out at a 21 percent rate of increase. 

Hand in hand with the increase in air passengers 
is the increase in air freight, still climbing at a 
phenomenal rate. Last month’s figures show 11,102,- 
777 pounds of cargo passed through OIA, a 422 
percent increase over October 1981. 

“The last 12 months have seen 96 million pounds 
of air freight shipped through OIA, a 900 percent 
increase over the previous 12 months,”’ according to 
Michael DiGirolamo, assistant airport manager. 

The past year’s increases have brought 247 jobs 
to the airport itself, and an additional 943 jobs in 
related industries such as hotels, motels and freight 
forwarding.

14-year-old Upland boy charged with murder

A Juvenile Court will 
decide whether a 14-year- 
old Upland boy will stay 
in custody awaiting trial 
or be released during a 
hearing today, after a 
complaint alleging mur- 
der was issued against 
the youth on Monday in 
the fatal shooting of a 
schoolmate. 

Initially, however, the 
juvenile prosecutor had 
only issued a complaint 
alleging involuntary man- 
slaughter, a lesser charge 
sought by sheriff's homi- 
cide investigator Dick Pe- 
terson. 

The more severe charge 
was issued by the District 
Attorney’s office after a 
second review of the evi- 
dence, Peterson was in- 
formed. 

“I was very surprised,”’ 
the detective said.

“That’s a first in my 15 
year career.” 

Peterson said he was 
told the youth could tech- 
nically be charged with 
murder because a felony 
— assault with a deadly 
weapon — was allegedly 
being committed before 
the shooting occurred. 
Michael Kewin, chief 
deputy district attorney 
of the juvenile division, 
said enough evidence was 
presented by investiga- 
tors to warrant the mur- 
der allegation. 

The unidentified boy was 
arrested last Thursday 
for investigation of mur- 
der after the body of a 
second Upland teen-ager 
was found in a grove 
behind a San Antonio 
Heights home. 
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The Upland High School 
ninth grader reported to 
deputies that a man had 
been shot during a break- 
in. Investigators allege 
the youth himself faked a 
burglary to disguise the 
shooting of Alvin L. Wit- 
tenbrock Jr., 15. 
A detention hearing be- 
fore a Juvenile Court 
judge will determine 
whether the boy should 
be released pending trial. 
Because the youth was on 
informal probation and 
faces a severe charge, it 
is likely he will stay in 
custody, the investigator 
speculated. 
Wittenbrock, also a 
ninth grader at Upland 
High, was privately in- 
terned at Riverside Na- 
tional Cemetery.

Bader pledges cooperati

Charles Bader, newly 
elected assemblyman for 
the 65th District, vowed 
Wednesday to oppose any 
legislation that would re- 
quire local entities to pay 
costs for state-mandated 
programs. 

Meeting with the Po- 
mona City Council, Bader 
said such practice is 
banned by existing legis- 
lation. But, he added, the 
law is often circumvent- 


ed. 

‘“‘Absolutely,’’ Bader 
said, ‘I would oppose any 
such legislation.” 

Bader responded to a 
question from Council- 
man E.J. Gaulding who 
gave one example of such 
legislation.
